County Clerk J. H. Wells yesterday 
completed his work of totalling the 
semi-official of Tuesday’s 
election, and some interesting facts 
are gleaned. 

One of the surprising things of 
the election was the write-in cam- 
paign that was started against Mar- 
tin W. Joost, for.tax collector. Al- 
though the movement was only start- 
ed a day before election, and was ef- 
fective in but a small section, of. the 
county, ‘there were 1369 people -who 
took the trouble. to ‘write..in . the 
name of I. R. Vaughn, and there were 
341 others who wrote din the name of 
Reggiardo for tax collector.: 

In Richmond there were 802 write- 
ins for Vaughn, and in many of the 
pricincts, where the voter had not 
stamped a cross after the name af- 
‘er writing it in, the ctect:on board 
did not count the vote. It is. es- 
tiinated that in the 34 precincts of 
Richmond, there were about 500 ad- 
ditional write-in votes for Vaughn 
that were not counted. 

Compfete tabulation of the vote in 
the 101° precincts of this county 
shows that soldier aid legislation, 
Propositiong 1 and 3, carried. ‘by a 
three to one vote, while the Wrigtt" 
act was defeated by approximately 
350 votes,

now represented by Bonar Law, will form a 
solid phalanx against any combination of 
minor parties, including labor. The result 


should he a considerable majority in the house, -

It would not surprise me if in this election 
many. labor yotes.should be given to the Con- 
servatives.

Many nice doubts . 
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The: Italian ‘situation ig remarkable in many 
important respects. The facisti movement is a 
popular rebellion, against socialism and com- 
munism, and it may be said to represent con- 
servative public opinion. Yet, it is an un- 
conservative movement, as its leadership 
threatened to take the government by force. 
It is a democratic movement, yet is loyal to 
the king. 

The growing strength and menacé of com- 
munism for many years was the immediate 
cause of the facisti reaction, in which Premier 
Mussolini and his followerg, actually could 
remove the king. But the captaincy of the 
new democracy declares fealty to the sove- 
reign and proclaims a policy of intense na- 
tionalism. 

Though it is an extremist movement, it 
probably marks the first step toward repub- 
lican conservatism in a kingdom. It will be 
well worth watching. Sv» avill Mussolini.’ He 
has a mixture of excellent and peculiar opin- 
ions and sentiments. 

The king was shrewd in asking the facisti 
to take over the government. He averted a 
veloution, and at the same time, he loaded 
Mussolini and the facisti with responsibilities.

DEBT-COLLEOTING 


President Harding is thinking of affording 
millions of political and economic experts an 
opportunity to employ their talents to mater- 
ial profit. He is willing to give a prize to 
anybowy who submits a eonercte idea for 
electing the foreign debts owed to _the 
Cnited States. 

The chief executive should carry out this 
idea. Jt would prove to be quite entertaining, 
and would give the multitud.: of exports a rare 
chance to apply their genius in a scientific way.

| Aven J. Hanford, president of the 
Rodeo-Vallejo and Golden Gate ferry 
companies, operating across Carquin- 
ez:and across the Golden Gate, has 
given out some, interesting statistics 
of the growth of the ferry business 
over the straits in recent years. 
These figures indicate that the substi- 
tution of bridge for ferry will not 
only be a great boon to every motor- 
ist, but wil laid tremendously in the 
up-building of the communities north 
anid south of Carquinez Straits. 
“A ferry is only a makeshift, how- 
ever you look at it,” said Mr, Han- 
ford yesterday.

ferry boats the volume of business is

greatly increase the traffic of a 
bridge as compared wit ha ferryboat.
